The 1 per cent reduction in taxes 


an iicomes of 1929, those paid this 
year, was a temporary measure only. 
It took the form of a joint congres- 
sional resolution, instead of the usual 
tax revision measure, and, unless 
action is taken to prolong its life, 
the rates on incomes of 1930 will 
revert to the level of .those of 1928 
Treasury officials are watching 
the situation closely, but decline to 
express an opinion on whether the 
reduction can be extended. A final 
decision will be reached in the fall. 


Surplus Vanishes. 


In his budeet message of last De- 
cember, President Hoover estimated 
the fiscal year 1931 would close 
with a surplus of $122,788,966. Since 
then, the Spanish war pensions bill, 
approved over his veto, has added 
$75,000,000 to prospective expendi- 
tures and the expenses of the farm 
board now are" set at $100,000,000 
more than was then expected. 
The total government revenue was 
then figured at $4,225,000,000 for 
tiie fiscal year. 
Already congres- 


sional appropriations for the year, 
although they have not been totaled 
officially, are said to exceed that 
amount. 
A situation similar to that of the 


present has occurred several tunes 
in years past. The treasury, how- 
ever, has finished each fiscal year 
with a surplus since the budget sys- 
tem was instituted.

New and Old Heads Of 


Medical Society Assail 


Prohibition 


CHICAGO, June 19—<#>—The re- 


thing and incoming presidents of 
the Chicago Medical society Joined, 
in addresses last night, in denun- 
ciation of prohibition and of what 
one of the speakers called "racket- 
eers of righteousness." 


It was the second attack on the 


law in Chicago during the day, the 
city council earlier having adopted 
a resolution attacking the prohibi- 
tion laws as an "abuse of the law- 
making power " 
Both the new president of the 


medical society, Dr. James H. Hut- 
ton, and the retiring presldest. Dr. 
Charles B. Reed, called upon Amer- 
ican medicine to fight for repeal 
of the dry law. 
Dr. Huttou said that American 


mediclno should start an organized 
national resistance to any further 
reform laws and work for the re- 
peal of existing legislation of that 
kind, as the shortest cut to elimin- 
ating a large part of present crime 
conditions. 
Dr. Reed said: 
"The total collapse of prohibition 
is due not only to the fact that law 
is inconsistent with the, political 
social and moral demands of dem- 
ocracy, but also because in principle 
it is definitely wrong and immoral 
to deny the individual his right to 
choose in a matter that is entirely 
his own business."

BE VERYJ5MALL 


Shubert Says Not Above 


25 to 30 Per Cent 


Normal. 


(Special to The star.) 


FALLS CITY. Neb., June 19—A 


25 to 30 per cent normal apple crop 
for Richardson county was pre- 
dicted today by J. F. Shuberi. 
banker and horticulturist of Shu- 
bert, after a survey of various or- 
chards in this region. The yieic. 
will be approximately 5,000 busheib 
below the poor crop of 25,000 busn- 
els in 1929 for the Shubert Brotheis 
and the Loess Land and Orchard 
company, which are closely asso- 
ciated. 
"There Is a wide divergence or 
opinion on what caused the small 
j-Telds of 1929 and 1930," Shubert 
asserted, "and perhaps no one really 
knows what freak of nature or cn- 
matic condition is responsible for 
the shortage- 
"After checking; up on many the- 


J ories and finding them erroneous, 
I I have reached the conclusion that 
I 
the excessive rainfall in 1928 and 
3 the following spring was largely re- 
J, sponsible for the unusual amoum 
r 


of wood growth, which prevented 
proper ripening of the fruit spurs 
in the fall of 1928 and 1928. Un- 
mature fruit buds are likely to break 
down during the heavy freezing 
weather In mid-winter, 
or fail TO 
materialize properly in unseasonable 
weather at blooming time." 
The yield of 20,000 bushels will be 
exceptionally light in view of the 
fact that the two companies have 
700 acres in apples, more than half 
of which are of bearing age. How- 
ever, Mr. Shubert is optimistic over 
future prospects. 
"This spring so far has been very 
favorable for the growth and prop- 
er maturing of fruit buds for the 
. 1931 crop," he continued, "and if 
the present favorable weather con- 
tinues, next season should witness a 
yield of 400 cars, a crop similar to 
the one harvested back in 1917- 
"The outlook for a large produc- 
tion is very promising, as our com- 
panies have set quite a number or 
trees and the young orchards are 
practically all ready to bear fruti."

You are not faithful, Miss D 
If 


you were, you would know that I do 
write frequently on gaining

even when I write for the fatties, 
if the advice is reversed, it is ap- 
plicable to the skinnies; don't you 
realize that? 


You could probably weigh 15 or 


20 pounds more than you do, if you 
would increase your 
diet so that 


you could have a few calories left 
to be deposited as fat 
I always 
adivse those who want to reduce to 
cut out 1000 C 
daily from 
the 


maintenance diet, if they want to 
lose 2 pounds a week Those of you 
who want to gain should do the re- 
verse—add 
1000 C 
daily 
You 
mustn't try to do it all at once, but 
see if you cannot add 200 or 300 C 
every day for three or four days, 
then 400 or 500 more for the next 
few days, until you gradually get up 
to 1000 C. more than you need In- 
stead of 
shrinking your stomach, 


you must stretch it so it will be 
able to hold more food without dis- 
tress 
Can be done1 


Then you must learn to like more 


of the 
concentrated 
foods—nuts, 
cream, egg yolks, etc 
Fat is the 


most fattening food of all, being 
twice as fattening, for the same 
weight, as protein (the meat ele- 
ment in food) or the carbohydrates 
(starches and sugars) But free fat 
easily upsets the stomach that 
seems to be as tender as the under- 
weighters, so you should increase 
that very gradually 
Cream, how- 


ever, is an emulsified fat and is 
usually very easily handled 
Nuts 


and egg yolks have a combined fat 
which is easily assimilated 


T suggest you take more of the 


foods having more of the appetite 
stimulating vitamin B—tomatoes, 
fresh cabbage and spinach, beans— 
and perljaps take some extra vita- 
min B in small amounts of yeast 
or yeast extracts, or in vitavose 
Try to work up to taking at least 
, one-half pint of thick, or one pint 
' of^ thin cream a day (4 ounces of 
thick cream, or 8 ounces of thin 
cream, 400 C) 
And suppose you 


add one ounce of nut meats after 
each meal—(one-half ounce, 100 C ) 
that would be 600 C a day 
(Chew 
them well) Then, before going to 
bed, you might take an egg-nog, 
made of milk and 
egg and some 
cream and sugar, and so you can 
add 400 or 500 more And increase 
your bread and butter, and cereals 


Learn to count your calories and 
deliberately work up to the 1,000 C 
more than you need over your 
maintenance number 
A mainten- 
ance diet 
depends largely upon 
your height and physical activities. 
From 15 to 20 calories per pound, of 
normal body weight, is the rule 
Your normal 
weight 
should be 
around 100, but as you are very 
short, your maintenance number is 
probably around 1700, unless your 
physical activities are great. That 


means you would have to work up 
to 2700 C. daily. 


I would also advise you to take 
some cod liver oil, or 
some cod 


liver oil tablets. Sometimes, it is 
advisable for those who want to 
gain to go on a two or three day 
orange juice diet before beginning 
to increase the diet; it seems to 
help in gaining afterwards, al- 
though during those days you will 
lose s>ome 


You should also rest more

oil which may have far reaching ef- 
fects on the oil industry, it became 
known Wednesday when articles of 
incorporation were filed with the 
secretary of state for the Frank- 
forter 
Oil Process company 
ol 


Omaha 
The new process Is much simpler 


and cheaper than any now in use 
it is said In many of the big pro- 
ducing fields, the crude oil from the 
wells contains so much sulphur thai 
it is very destructive to refinery 
equipment It is this high sulphur 
content that makes the oil from 
some wells, including most of the 
gushers, it is said, worth only 50 
cents a barrel as compared with 
$150 a barrel paid for oil with a 
low sulphur content 
"There are a number of processes 


for the removal of sulphur, but they 
are comparatively expensive, re- 
quiring elaborate equipment," Pro- 
fessor Frankforter explained. 
"This new process is quite simple 
and inexpensive 
Hydrogen gas is 


injected into the crude oil in which 
heated electric wires are immersed 
The sulphur in the oil is changed 
to hydrogen sulphide and the un- 
desirable element is caught in a 
trap The purified crude oil is then 
ready for refimng without danger to 
machinery " 
The process has been put to a 
practical test in the Mono Motor 
Oil company's refinery in East 
Omaha 
under Professo* Frank- 


forter's supervision.

Attorney General Asks 


Fight Be Conducted 


In The Open. 


William F. Adams ol Hastings, 
president of the Nebraska Taxpay- 
ers league, is asked "to come out in 
the open and carry on the fight 
against the municipal power inter- 
ests honestly" in a letter from C. A. 
Sorensen, which the latter made 
public Thursday. 
Sorensen, who is president of the 
organization sponsoring an initiative 
legislative bill to broaden rights of 
muny power plants, tells Adams 
that he has never heard of the "Ne- 
braska Taxpayers league." 
"As a 
citizen," the attorney general states, 
"you 
have the perfect right, of 
course, to work with the power 
companies and to help spread their 
propaganda. Those who are op- 
posed to public ownership of elec- 
tric light and power plants are just 
as sincere as those who believe in 
that form of public ownership. But 
why not carry on the fight openly 
and honestly instead of in the livery 
of an alleged taxpayers association." 


Denies Commercial Connection. 
Sorensen denies that he has any 
connection 
with 
the 
Fairbanks 
Morse & Co. He admits advocating 
the 
$8,000,000 amendment to the 
state constitution for the payment 
of depositors of failed banks, and 
reiterates his s>tand that the state 
ought to set a good example by pay- 
ing good wages to its employes, not 
including state officials Adams had 
attacked his position on these issues, 
and had also asked Sorensen if his 
opinions on wages extended to rais- 
ing the pay of mailmen "who work 
three hours a day and get $2,400 a 
year. "Your attack on mail carriers 
seems to me utterly unnecessary— 
inexcusable and false," replies Sor- 
ensen. 
The letter follows: 
"Your letters of, June 7 and June 16 
at hand. I was glad to receive them. 
While I thought the first letter in par- 
ticular was unnecessarily abusive in tone 
and full of false assumptions of fact, 
nevertheless, your letters showed great 
literary skill If you wrote them, you 
could make more money in a newspaper 
office than plowing corn. 
"You say that you are president of a 
Nebraska Taxpayers league. I have never 
heard of it, and during the last ten 
days I have asked a good many farmers, 
business men, and newspaper editors In 
•various counties of the state if they ever 
heard of it. They all claim ignorance. My 
curiosity prompts me to ask:

A NEW STAR IN THE EAST. 


More than the hostility of a "sopping wet" state to 


the brand of prohibition provided for in the Eigh- 
teenth amendment and the Volstead act may be read 
into the smashing triumph which Dwight Morrow 
scored in the contest for the republican nomination 
for the United States senate in New Jersey 


Mr. Morrow was not fighting it out with unknown 


and Inexperienced men. He was opposed bv two can- 
^Jidates, each of whom has had an intimate acquain- 
tance with the voters of New Jersey, an imposing per- 
sonal following, and a fairly effective organization to 
help them rally popular support behind their politi- 
cal ambitions. One, Joseph S Frelinghuysen, for- 
merly represented New Jersey in the United States 
senate. As a native son he was widely and favorably 
known. Formerly a dry, he had changed his prohi- 
bition views to fit those generally recognized as the 
mass sentiment of his constituency. In a dignified 
way, for Frelinghuysen is an intelligent, scholarly 
man, he was "wetter" that Dwight Morrow. Cer- 
tainly the liquor forces of the state could have voted 
for him just as easily as they cast their ballots for 
Mr. Morrow had prohibition been the sole determin- 
ing factor in the campaign. Likewise Congressman 
Fort, representing the state in the lower house for 
several terms, needed no introduction. He was Mr. 
Hoover's close personal friend. In Washington it 
was recognized he was as closely associated with the 
president and the administration as any man in con- 
gress. He had the Anti-Saloon league behind him, 
but he did not get the votes. 


The full measure of Mr. Morrow's astonishing vic- 


tory can only be gained by recalling that he piled up 
nearly four times the number of votes cast fgr Con- 
gressman Fort, his nearest competitor, and mor,e than 
twice the total of the two men against him. It was 
the first tune Mr. Morrow has submitted his candi- 
dacy to popular vote and American politics furnishes 
no parallel for the great triumph which fell to him. 
* * * 


Dwight Morrow is one of the 
most interesting 


characters in American politics today. He was fifty- 
three years of age on January 11, last. Three months 
must yet pass before it can be said that Mr. Morrow 
was actively identified wHh American politics for the 
short period of three years, for it was on September 
30, 1927 that he resigned his partnership in the bank- 
ing firm of J. P. Morgan to accept appointment by 
ex-President Calvin Coolidge as ambassador to Mexi- 
co. How the man has caught the imagination of the 
American people! He was sent on a delicate mission 
for at the time Mr. Coolidge selected him the rela- 
tions between Mexico and the United States were 
strained. The land laws, which in effect, amounted 
to -virtual confiscation of vast tracts belonging to 
American interests and individuals, had produced an 
ugly controversy which seemed impossible of settle- 
ment. By a shining stroke of dplomacy Mr. Morrow 
succeeded in drafting an agreement which pleased 
both sides, and brought a friendlier relationship be- 
tween the two countries than has existed for years. 


When Mr. Hoover was casting about in the selec- 


tion of members of his cabinet, it was natural that 
the name of Mr. Morrow should be brought forward, 
He had captivated the Mexican 
people, had made 


them our friends where others had bungled and 
failed, and it was logical his recognized talent and 
genius for winning friends to Uncle Sam in other 
parts of the world, should have a greater opportuni- 
ty in the post of secretary of state. What intervened 
to prevent his appointment has never been made pub- 
lic—perhaps Mr. Morrow himself wanted to finish the 
job In Mexico; possibly Mr. Hoover felt he could be 
of more service to the administration there than in 
Washington; at any rate the former financier and 
banker remain* in Mexico City. 


The land question settled and Mexico and the 


United States on the most amicable terms, it is dif- 
ficult to believe that as active, energetic and able a 
man as Morrow could find any real happiness in con- 
tinuing in his post as ambassador. The real job was 
over, while across the line in his own country a hun- 
dred interesting adventures beckoned to rum. His 
candidacy to the United States senate was in response 
to ft widespread demand among his fellow republicans 
in New Jersey but it was not the scnatorship which 
they had Uieir eyes upon. It was the presidency and 
the place to which he has just won nomination was 
but a stepping stone.

REVOLUTION IN BOLIVIA. 


The announcement that revolution has broken out 


in Bolivia, the only nation in South America without 
a coast line, means little to the people of North 
America, who as a rule have no conception of the 
conditions prevailing in that country, which bears the 
name of the liberator of five of the northern states 
of the southern continent. Some idea can be gained, 
however, from the statement that the garrison in 
Villazon, the town which was captured by the in- 
surgents, consisted of only a score of men. 


Bolivia as a whole is not a civilized state, as that 


term is understood in this part of the world. For al- 
though it has an area of about 506,467 square miles, 
equalling that of Oregon. California, Nevada, Arizona 
and New Mexico together, its population is nearly 
one-third less than that of the city of Chicago. Of 
these more than one-half are pure Indians, speaking 
their own dialects only, while about twenty-five per 
cent are of mixed blood. 


The percentage of illiteracy is very high, except in 


the cities of Sucre and LaPaz, the former being the 
nominal capital/though the actual seat of govern- 
ment is in the latter, which has a population of 142,- 
549. That of Sucre is only 16,194. At LaPaz is the 
home of culture and the seat of wealth. And in that 
city, as a matter of fact, dwell the men who direct 
all of the affairs of the government. Those who live 
in the outlying districts know nothing of public af- 
fairs or anything else, except to eke out a bare exist- 
tence in whatever manner is possible. 


The industries of the country are farming, grazing 


and mining. Bolivia produces one-fourth of all of 
the tin mined in the world, and the two mining 
properties supplying most of it belong to a North 
American corporation, which acquired them in 1924 
at a cost of $30,000,000. 


If there is any general uprising of the people, it 


will be because they are impressed by either the revo- 
lutionists or the government and see an opportunity 
for loot and pillage. For, as has been stated, few of 
them know anything about Kovernment, want as little 
of it as possible and would just as soon serve on one 
side as the other. It seems impossible that the revo- 
lutionists, if they can be dignified by that term, 
should win, though if Russia has supplied them with 
plenty of arms and money, they may do so. 


Bolivia has a debt of over $70,000,000 and there is 


invested in the country approximately $110,000,000 of 
American capital. Railroad mileage in the country 
is about 1,700, Villazon, reported captured by the in- 
surgents, being the junction connecting the line from 
LaPaz with the Argentine railway system. 


THE HERO RETURNS. 


Commander Richard E. Byrd's name is known to 


the people of'all civilized lands.' 


The youth, sick at heart, his ambitions crushed, 


confronted with the verdict that his remaining days 
would be handicapped with invalidism, who slipped 
out of port in the Philippine Islands a few years ago, 
returned to one of the greatest outpouring of national 
pride and enthusiasm Thursday which weary, cynical, 
and welcome-burdened old Gotham was able to ex- 
tend. It was about the thousandth time .that dap- 
per little Jimmy Walker had marched down to the 
Battery to extend a bruised and limpid band to some 
returning hero. But we can well imagine that even 
Jimmy, accustomed as he is to welccmings, drew in- 
spiration from those surging crowds which lined the 
streets, and thrilled in the knowledge that it was 
his privilege to greet the greatest explorer America 
has produced. 


One other man, and he is no longer alive, has seen 


both the top and bottom of the earth. Byrd alone 
enjoys, the unique distinction of having utilized the 
gifts of science to conquer the ice-locked wastes of 
the Arctic and Antarctica, for both of his predeces- 
sors to the South Pole employed the slow and tor- 
turesome method of dog teams and sleds to attain 
their goaL The explorer, who landed in New York 
City Thursday then, possesses the most complete and 
thorough knowledge of the polar regions of any man 
who over lived Byrd's flights in Antarctica enabled 
him to inspect more than 125,000 square miles of the 
great ice-capped continent which guards the South 
Pole. Much of it has been mapped and the store of 
scientific information enormously increased. 


There would be some reason should Dick Byrd fol- 


low the example of another young man of history 
and shed tears because there were no more worlds 
to conquer. He has been everywhere and seen every- 
thing. There is no place else to go and nothing else 
to do. It would be presumptuous for anyone to in- 
vite him to "go places and see things". We're not 
sorry that's the case. We know he will not mind but 
we do wish, he would not- risk that precious neck of 
his in out-of-the-way lands. The American people 
love him and respect his daring and his ability. They 
wish he would take a vacation long enough to tell 
them something about that which he has seen, and 
they will never see.

I also get this idea 
from my pastor's sermons, so I am 
left altogether in the dark, for 1 
am not a college graduate, and I 
can't see how we are to know what 
in the scriptures is fable and what 
is truth? If the flood did not really 
happen I find no foundation for the 
belief that Christ lived and died for 
us. This" modern teaching is mak- 
ing thousands of unbelievers.

ANSWER. 


I sympathize with your difficulty. 


It has been faced by many of us 
during the last forty years, and still 
confronts men and-women of simple 
faith who are not aware of the un- 
tenable character of some former 
views of the Bible. Begin by re- 
membering the book is a compre- 
hensive collection containing differ- 
ent types of literature For example, 
the book of Job is an unsurpassed 
drama which endeavors to answer 
the 
question, why 
should 
the 
righteous suffer' This book may 
have a historical basis, as many 
dramas do. But it is not strictly 
historical. Yet it shows that God 


communicates His mmd to man 
through the dramatic medium. 


The story of the flood and the 
record of Christ's life do not stand 
upon the same basis. If the flood 
had happened exactly as recorded, 
North and South America would 
have shown signs of the dreadful 
calamity which is supposed to have 
overwhelmed the old world beyond 
recovery. That there was a flood of 
4arge dimensions is probably true, 
and recent archeological discoveries 
in the Euphrates valley confirm this 
statement. But it had no such di- 
mensions as tnose described hi the 
Genesis record. Centuries elapsed 
between its occurrence and the time 
it was thus recorded, during which 
many legends grew up around the 
event itself. 


On the other hand, the interval 


between the' death of our Lord and 
the first of St. Paul's letters is not 
more than twenty years 
No rep- 


utable scholar known to me contests 
the genumess of the apostle's prin- 
cipal letters. They introduce us 
directly to the Risen Living Christ.

For New Financial 


Program. 


Activities of the park department 


are now confined entirely to main- 
tenance operations. Commissioner 
Bair stated Thursday. Because of 
lack of funds it will be impossible 
to make any more improvements 
before the beginning of the new fis- 
cal year. September 1. "And it will 
not be possible then," he adde'a, "if 
the people refuse to accede to the 
request of the 
council for more 
money by approving at the August 
12 primary election the new finan- 
cial program to be submitted at 
that time. 


Asked as to what is being doae in 
maintaining the parks, Mr. Bali 
said "very little." There are but a 
few thousand dollars left, he added, 
and this will all be used before the 
new fiscal year starts. As a result 
only those things are being done 
that are actually demanding im- 
mediate attention. 


One of the present maintenance 
activities Is oiling the gravel roads 
in Pioneers park. The avenue ap- 
proaching Harris circle from the 
north east and the 
circle itself 
nave already been oOed. Thursday 
raorning the road leading from the 
circle to the playgrounds and trees 
on the south side of the park was 
being oiled and work was to start 
em "the avenue leading to The circle 
from the southeast. 
Oil for thus work is being col- 


lected from garages in all sections 
of the city, and costs about lji 
cents per gallon at the park. This 
covers the wages of the man who 
collects it, the oil being given to 
the city by the garage owners. That 
part of the road system which, has 


been oiled required about 1,000 
gallons to cover thoroughly. 
Oiling the park driveways has 
been practiced for several years. 
Heretofore, however, collecting the 
oil has cot been an expense to the 
city, as the garage owners were 
taking it to the lump where it was 
transferred immediately into park 
tank 
wagons and taken to the 
parks. Since the dump ground has 
been changed from the 
Stewart 
tract to near the fairgrounds the 
garagemen will not haul it to the 
latter place.

Is Back From West Coast

Falls City's most colorful pioneer 
was back home today with the ar- 
rival here from Los Angeles of Mrs.

tween St. Louis and Sioux City. 
Later he was a freighter across the

CHICAGO, June 19—(iP)—Four of 


the six children of Mr. and Mrs. 
Benjamin McKittrick have died 
from a mysterious poisoning that 
so far has baffled physicians and 
scientists. 


A fifth child rallied slightly to- 
day from a blood transfusion, 
undertaken as a last-minute, expe- 
dient. 
While the father yesterday sub- 
mitted to the transfusion of blood, 
the'mother attended the funeral of 
three of the children: Raymond, 2, 
Evelyn. 6. and Paul 10. A few hours 
later. Donald, 3, died. 
Led by Health Commissioner Ar- 
nold H. Kegel, some of Chicago's 
best known physicians and scien- 
tists have tried to solve the poison- 
ing. They were convinced that it 
resulted from some bacterial or- 
ganism, but were unable to de- 
termine the source. 
Commissioner 
• Kegel 
began 'a. 
check today of food the children 
had eaten and to learn if they had 
played to any muddy puddles or 
been swimming in contaminated 
water. 
The infection is "believed to have 
originated in the- nose and throat 
and then to have spread througli 
the body, destroying the red cor- 
puscles in the blood. Only the Me- 
Kittrick's infant child escaped the 
poisoning. 


Ellsworth To Join Wilkins 
In Probing Beneath Ice At 
North Pole With Submarine' 


American, Former Collaborator With Amundsen and* 


Noted Arctic Explorer, Undecided On Actually 


Accompanying Expedition. 


PARIS, June 19—</P)—Captain Sir - 


George Hubert Wilkins, British ex- 
plorer, and Lincoln Ellsworth, Am- 
erican, who has spent much of his 
life in the Arctic regions, today an- 
nounced collaboration in an at- 
tempt next year to reach the North 
Pole by means of a submarine. 


At Lenz'uurg, Switzerland, Cap- 
tain Wilkins issued a statement 
saying that Mr. Ellsworth, who was 
a joint leader with Roald Amund- 
son on the flight of the Norge 
across the North Pole, will be as- 
sociated with him as joint leader 
in the projected exploration trip to 
be known as the Wilkins-Ellsworth 
trans-polar submarine expedition. 
Plan To Leave In June. 
The statement continued, "Com. 
Sloan Dannehower will be master 
of the vessel and Dr. H. Sverdrup 
th chief of its scientific staff. They 
expect to leave New York for 
Spitzbergen next June and travel- 
ing under the ice, cross> the Nortn 
Pole so as to reach Alaska late in 
August. 


"A definite decision as to wheth- 
er Mr. Ellsworth will actually make 
the journey will be delayed until 
he returns this summer from an 
expedition to Labrador." 


Ellsworth, arriving in Paris .from 


Basel, enroute to America, con-j 
firmed Captain Wilkins' announce^ 
mcnt and added: "Sir Hubert will 
stay in Switzerland until the mid- 
dle of July to finish his book on 
his South Pole explorations. Theii 
he will go to New York to super-" 
vise rebuilding of thp submarine to 
be used next year. 


Plans 800 Mile Canoe Trip. 


Ells-worth will leave for America I 
Saturday aboard the Mauretaui<»\ 
and well depart irom New York al-' 
most immediately on an 800 mile- 
canoe trip to the unexplored head- 
waters of the St. John's and Ham- 
ilton river in central Labrador. 
Beekrnan Toole, a Harvard Junior, 
will accompany him. Captain Wty 
kins is residing at present at tho 
Ellsworth home at Lenzburg. 
Captain Wilkins announced last 
year that he would attempt the., 
trans-polar submarine trip, and 
stated that he had discovered an 
old submarine constructed by Sim-/ 
on Lake, the inventor, which woula 
suit his purpose admirably. 


Ellsworth today stated that he 


was unable to announce whether 
he would personally participate in 
the expedition. He said he was un e 
able to determine whether hecoula 
return in time from a trip to Lab- 
rador.
